engineering, laundering, machinery, mat- 
ress-making, millinery, nurse training, 
painting, shoemaking, tailoring, tinning 
and wheelwrighting 

This year has made progress in the mat- 
ter of training young women in outdoor 
occupations. Beginning with this school 
year, the school ts giving a number of giris 
training in poultry raising, bee culture, 
dairying, gardening, frult growing, etc. 
In this climate there is no reason why wom- 
en should not be trained in such industries, 
and thereby get a knowledge which will 
command a good living and enable them to 
live at the same time out in the open aftr. 
A large hennery its now being built, and it 
will be almost wholly under the supervision 
of our girls. The electric lighting has been 
extended to the point where about one-half 
the buildings are now lighted by electricity. 

Notwithstanding the stress put upon in- 
dustrial training, the school fs not in any 
degree neglecting normal training for thoso 
who are to teach in the public schools. The 
number of graduates this year from all 
departments is 51.

of death of three other members of her 
family, Mrs. Alice Nesenhener of Hannibal 
occuples a cell in the county jail. Uncon- 
scious of the terrible crime that has been 
laid at its mother's. door, little Howard 
Milton Nesenhener toddles merrily about 
the iron-barred cell, the one ray of sun- 
shine in the prison. 

When the Post-Dispatch representative 


called, Mrs. Nesenhener was singing her 
little one to rest. 

She stopped to say that she would talk |

The youngster pprattled awhile longer | 
and then dozed away.

Mrs. Nesenhener was taken from Hanni- | 
bal. where she was indicted, to Palmyra, | 
under escort of Sheriff E. 8. O'Connor. 
“Guess you've got some old ugly-faced 
jailer here that’s going to feed me on bread 
and water,’’ remarked Mrs. Nesenhener, as | 
they sped prisonward. | 

“Oh, no, I think you will be treated all 
right,”’ replied the sheriff. ‘‘You have right | 
to as much consideration as any one else.’’

ACCIDENT AT FAIR GROUNDS. 


HAD ASCENDED 1500 FEET WHEN 
| BAG EXPLODED. 


Thousands Witnessed the Accident and 
Expected to See the Aeronaut 
Dashed to Death, but He 
Was Saved by His 
Parachute. 


Johhn E. Paldwin, the aeronaut who made 
daily ascensions at the Fair Grounds last 
week, efcaped a terrible death yesterday. 

His balloon exploded when it reached a 
height cf 1500 feet and he saved himself by 
a parachute drop when the terrified thou- 
sands below thought his awful death was 
a certainty. 

Baldwit. was not able to cut the parachute 
rope until within 600 feet of the earth, but 
he escaped with only a slight abrasion on 
the leg, received while falling through a 
tree, 

The scene was a thrillingly terrible clli- 
max to the fair week. It was not on the 
program, but the thousands who witnessed 
it will remember all their lives the few mo- 
ments during which they held their breath 
and waited for the awful fall of the man to 
the earth. 

Among these were Baldwin’s pretty wife 
and three children. They witnessed the 
whole scene and nobody on the ground was 
more keenly aware of the man’s danger 
than Mrs. Baldwin. She knows the peril 
of her husband's calling and never bids him 
good-by before an ascension without mur- 
muring # prayer for his safe return. 

The balloon was arranged for hot air. It 
worked with remarkable success all week, 
and the daily ascensions were a feature of 
the fair which pleased thousands who saw 
them.

FIVE ALREADY UNDER ARREST 


CHARGED WITH FRAUD BY FED- | 


ERAL GRANDJURY. 


Whose Arrested jAre H. H. Ball, J. M. 
Bulcher, Geo. S. Delaney and the 
Iwo Raney BProthers—How 
Swindles Were Worked.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 6.—H. H. Ball, 
prosecuting attorney; J. M. Bulcher, Geo. 
SB. Delaney and two Raney brothers, all 
prominent citizens, have been arrested by 
the federal authorities on a charge of using 
the mails for fraudulent purposes. 

Four other prominent citizens, whose 
names are withheld until they can be ar- 
rested, are also under indictment by the 
federal grand jury for coinplicity in the 
Bame swindling operation. 

The scheme of the alleged swindlers was 
an extensive and cunning one. Their plan 
was to pick up a man with no property, 


deed him_a quarter section of rock and 
hills, and one of the crowd would make a 
statement as to the wealth of the man, 
placing his assets as high as $10,000. 

In this way they succeeded in getting 
| _—— t‘lls of goods from wholesale houses 

n ansas City and St. Louls. After the 
goods were rece!fved the ‘‘merchant”’ failed 
and the profits were divided. It is said 
their echems wes worked to the amount of 


The reputed ruling spirit of the alleged 
swindling fraternity is still at liberty, 
though his arrest will be made no doubt in 
a day or two. 

The fraudulent use of the mails in procur- 
ing credit, which the government has 
charged against these men, covers a con- 
siderable period of time. The operations of 
the defendants were carried on at Nor- 
wood, a little village on the Memphis route, 
east of Mansfield. 


An Official Name 
Was Needed. 
The scheme of the alleged swindlers, as 
the government has worked it out, was a 
very cunning one, and the use of an official] 
name was necessary for the success of the 
conspiracy. Of the six 


were said to have been silent partners, the 
one recommending the parties asking credit 
and the other taking the affidavits of the 
applicants and their securities as to what 
these men owned. 

The promoter of the scheme would get 
one of the six to make a statement of his 
wealth, which some of the other members 
of the firm verified under oath. One of the 
men had a farm of 160 acres with a little 
log house on it worth about $400. The credit 
seeker estimated his wealth at $5000 and got 
the silent partners to swear for him. The 
county official's name gave credibility to’ 
the statement. 


Sold the Goods 
and Divided. 

Then “the prosperous farmer’ would buy 
goods of several houses, getting about $600 
credit of each. The goods would be shipped 
to Norwood and soon a failure would oc- 
cur. Bometimes the goods were disposed of 


in a bulk and the profits divided among the 
members of the company, according to the 
theory of the government. These operations 
went on until the vicinity of Norwood be- 
came notorious as a merchant wrecker. Not 
all the stores were located in the town. 
Some of the business was done out at cross- 
roads points. 

The commercial houses that sold the Nor- 
wood men goods made investigations, but 
they could recover nothing. The ‘“mer- 
chants’’ whose prosperity had been go al- 
luring on paper were worth nothing that 
the law could seize, and a prosecution of 
the bankrupts in the local courts did not 
promise any substaitial results, so the mat- 
ter was aliowed to rest till the government 
began to look into the Norwood scheme 
and discovered that an action for the mis- 
use of the mails could be prosecuted against 
the parties. 

The case is a very unusual one and par- 
ticularly interesting on account of the of- 
ficial prominence of one of the defendants. 


Story of a 
Summer Egg Deal 


One of the men indicted for this conspir- 
acy and abuse of the mails, for the parties 
are accused of two separate crimes, is said 
to be the smoothest schemer in the coun- 
try. Many stories of his deals are told. One 
of these relates to an egg transaction in 
midsummer, when the market was as 
much depressed as the mercury in the ther- 
mometer was elevated. The —— dealer 
of a Missouri town had purchased eggs all 
along after the weather got hot and the 
boarding house women could hardly coax a 
guest to ‘look at a fried egg or taste the 
custard that in midwinter had been so pop- 


ular. 

Eggs kept coming in from a hundred 
farm houses and the Norwood merchant 
atill bought them at a low figure. Finally 
the egg boxes were about to crowd the 
dealer out of his store. He had wagon 
loads of eggs. Then he made a qulet visit 
to Springfield and stayed here a day or two. 
The town agent did a little poultry busi- 
ness on the side. Soon after the return of 
the merchant the agent received a sensa- 
tional message from Springfield. Eggs had 
suddenly jumped from 8 cents to 13 cents. 
The agent, thought he had a snap. He went 
over to the merchant’s egg depot and 
bought every box at 12 cents a dozen 


Then he showed his rival the telegram. | 


The merchant laughed last. He had him- 
seif caused the message to be sent.

KYMOGRAPH EXPERIMENTS 


Frances 
Record Human Frailties and 


Weaknesses.

CHICAGO, Oct. 6-—Frances Kellar. a 
clever young woman, enrolled as a student 
in the graduate department of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, {s conducting a series of 
novel experiments. 

Her device is a kymograph and it tells to 
what extent a person is susceptible of the 
emotions and the passions. It will indicate 
the capacity to hate, to endure pain, to love 
and to remember. 

It will tell also the extent of vanity or 
modesty. In short, !t will disclose one’s in- 
nermost nature and furnish an accurate 
chart of a person’s character. 

Miss Keller’s experiments with the in- 
strument extend over a period of four 
vears. Her subjects have been prisoners In 
penitentiaries of many states of New En- 
gland and the south and IfHiterate people of 
various localities, particularly the negroes 
of the cotton states. Her object is to ob- 
tain a standard of measurement by which 
it will be possible to consult the chart of a 
given person and know positively whether 
he is criminal or honest.

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President Hanson Points Out the Advantages of the 
Handicap System in Vogue in the Office 
Men’s Cocked Hat Bowling League 


The accompanying half-tone shows the 
pictures of some of the captains and star 
players in the Office Men’s Bowling League. 
The league was organized in the fall of 
1898 with a membership of six clubs and 
has grown until the membership this sea- 
son includes twelve clubs, the roster of 
some of which contains some of the crack 
bowlers of St. Louis. Three of the members 
of the league were formerly members of 
the now defunct champion St. Louis Bowl- 
ing Team, which defeated every club in and 
around this city. They are Eugene, some- 
times called by the pet name of ‘“‘Anna’”’ 
Held, Charlie Bright and Lloyd Rickart. 


The Office Men's League last season 
finished second to the West End League in 
the post season series, only losing the loca! 
championship by the narrow margin of 
three games. All of the games in the 
league are bowled on the club alleys at the 
Office Men's Club, a match taking place 
every night in the week, excepting Sunday. 


E.W.SCHAPERKoT TER 
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The members of the league have a de- 


cided advantage over the @ther local bowl- 
ers in the fact that they are not required to 
pay for the use of the bowling alleys. 
alleys at the Office Men’s Club were newly 
built this summer and are considered the 
finest in the city. Two alleys are reserved 
each night for the members to practice on 
and, in consequence, somre of the scores 


made have been exceptionally good, con- 
Sidering the earliness of the bowling 
season. 

As an incentive to good bowling the 
league, through certain of its members, 
has offered forty-eight individual prizes to 
be awarded at the end of the season. Club 
prizes will also be given at the end of each 
series to the clubs with the highest aver- 
ages. 

There has been considerable discussion as 
to the merits of- the handicap system in 
vogue in the Office Men’s League. Their 
custom is to take the average of. the five 
highest bowlers and handicap up to that, 
with a limit of eight pins, using the rec- 
ord of their alleys only. In speaking of the. 
system Mr. T. H. Hanson, president of the 
league, said: 
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“By using record instead of form as a, 


basis of handicap, all guess work and fa- 
voritism is eliminated and actual perform- 
ance is the only thing taken into consid- 
eration. At the end of. each series the 
handicap is revised so that the errors of 
one series are corrected in the next, 

“The final proof of any system ts In its 
results and at the end of our least season, 
when the same system of hx.4icapping was 
used, fifty out of six*y men Were within 
five points of eact votPer. Errors may be 
pointed out ir each sepafate series, but by 
the time ak »f the series have been rolled 
we have found that the results are entirely 
satisfactory and fair.”

By MRS. EMMA UPCRAFT. 


SHANGHAT, China, Aug. 16, 1909. 
WILL write you all together. You will 
be relleved to know that we are safe In 
Shanghal. 
My Dear Father, Mother, Brother and Sis- 
ter: 
We have been three weeks in flight. Our 
home was at Yuchow near the Thibet 
boundary, 2000 miles across China from 
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house just as it was, we bade good-by to 
the natives, hardly knowing what our next 
step would be. With the exception of two 
riots, almed at the Roman Catholics itn our 
district, everything was quiet {mmediately 
around us, and it seemed absurd to leave. 
But the country was full of rumors, and 
we received authentic news of some local 
disturbances. 

We started down the Ya river upon a raft, 
and it was with aching hearts that we bade 
our native friends good-by. It is a long 
Story to tell of those three wofks of flight 
for 2000 miles down the river. We so grieve¢ 


of the refugees as if would 
press on down the river 
never forget the sights we saw 
upon the great river of China In the next 
few days. The current of the Yang-ts! 
rushes on Uke a mill-race, and the ghan- 
nel carried scores of the craft of refugees. 
In all there were hundred Amer!l- 
cans and Europeans, fleeing upon every im- 
aginable model of houseboat and raf¥ 

As we neared Ichang the steamer Pioneer 
She had picked up many of the 
refugees as she overtook them, and it was 
thrilling to her race down this swift 
and difficult river, her decks crowded with 
people and the British flag flying at her 
head.

tific Information.

 NIR MARTIN CONWAY, the celebrated 
S weet explorer, who was in tie 
XY United States only a few weeks ago, 
left Lima last week to explore the gould :.nd 
rubber lands in the eastern part of Peru. 
His report concerning this trip will of 
the greatest importance. Convincing proof 
of the great resources of Peru, often 
written about by travelers, is expected. 

His work will be confined principally to 
the departments (provinces) of Loreto, 
Cuzco and Puno. 

The Loreto department traversed by 
the River Jurua, a tributary of the Amazon. 
It lies Seven degrees south of the cquator 
and northwest of the Purus Mountains. 

Cuzco and Puno departments lie svuth- 
east of Loreto, in latitude 14 degrees south 
of the equator, and west, of the Madéria 
river, which flows into the Amazon, 

The nearest town of any consequence is 
Cuzco, 300 miles away. 

Tt is 600 miles from Lima to the gold fields 
of Puno. sf 9 

All three of these provinces of Peru are 
noted for the wealth of their gold mines, 
as well as for theWast quantity of rubber 
obtained from the forests which abound 
there. 

These regions are world-famous, yet the 

mountains beyond which they lie are so dif- 
ficult Of passage and the work of transpor- 
tation so great that these great sources of 
wealth have been largely neglected in re- 
/eent years. 
f Yet the gold mines of these provinces 
were known these centuries ago, when the 
sun worshiper knelt upon his native hill 
and long before the destroying hand of the 
Spaniard wiped out the civilization of the 
Incas. : : 

Prof. Orton, the famous American trav- 
eler, has called Peru ‘“‘the France of the 
South American continent.’’ He also refers 
to it as ‘‘the western Ophir.” 

H. Guillaume, fellow of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society of England, and former 
Peruvian consul at Southampton, England, 
published a few years ago a book enti- 
tled ‘“‘Amazon Provinces of Peru as a Field 
for European Emigration.’ In it he fur- 
nishes exhaustive information concerning 
the three provinces in which Sir Martin 
Conway is now traveling. He says: 

“In the department of Loreto there are 
many gold washings * * * These have 
been worked for two centuries, but were 
temporarily abandoned on account of the 
continued assaults made by savage inhab- 
iting that region. In the vear 1857’ thev Ge- 
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stroyed the villages of Barranca and San 
Antonio. In 1867 Capt. D. M. A. Vargas, in 
his exploring voyage by steamer on the 
rivers Morono and Maranon, visited these 
washings and observed the operation of 
gold washing practiced by Indians and was 
astonished at the richness of the region.” 
In another place H. Guillaume siys: 
“Of the provinces eomprising 
Puno department, only two contain 
gold mines—the Carabaya and Sandia. 
“These provinces ate located in the most 
remote region of Péru, bord@ring on Bolivia, 
and are, for thé most part, on the further 
side of the eastern Cordillera, a continua- 
tion of the‘mountains of Bolivia, where the 
elevated peaks, Illimani and Sorata, stand 
pre-eminent; so that, in order to enter these

provinces, it is necessary to cross 
gantic chain by narrow, broken pathways. 

“This region has produced and continues 
to produce immense wealth much so 
that the Carabaya gold region has been 
considered the richest in the whole of South 
Ametica.”’ 7 

H. Guillaume further says: 

‘In the extensive department 
the province of Paucartambo is very rich 
in gold. 

“There is no doubt that the ancient Pe- 
ruvians extracted a considerable quantity 
of gold from this district.’’ 

Of the wonderful trees of Peru Prof. Or- 
ton says: 

‘‘Nowhere in the world is there found 
such a variety of useful and ornamental 
woods as in the virgin forests of the Mara- 
non river. * * ® 

“If the valley of the Amazon were not the 
Ophir of King Solomon, as some suppose, 
it is certainly worthy of the name. 

“Prescott, the historian, said: ‘Here it 
Was that Pizarro’s mep beheld stupendous 
trees, some so large that 16 men could hard- 
ly encompass them with extended arms. 
Thus, allowing six feet for the spread of 
each man’s arms, they would be 9% feet in 
circumference, or 32 feet in diameter.’ 

“The caucho or India rubber tree.is 
of the most valuable trees Known to com- 
merce. 

“There are two species of the rubber tree, 
which are worked under different systems. 
These are the sringa or borracha and the 
caucho, called in the Indian dialect ‘‘cah- 
uco.”’ 

“The trunk of this tree does not exceed 
46 feet in Peruvian forests. Its oval leaves, 
hairy on the reverse side, fall in the month 
of July, and are recovered in August, when 
the sap is most abundant. 

“The sap is obtained in the following 
manner: An incision is made at the bottom 
of the tree in the form of a V. The white

sap flows in globules from the cutting and 
is caught in India rubber bags. When the 
lower part of the trunk has been drawn 
off, the tree is cut and new incisions 
made the whole of its length. The sap falls 
into a hole opened in the grotind. To ac- 
celerate the coagulation they add to it the 
juice of a plant known in Peru as leche- 
camole, diluted with water. 

“An India rubber plant will yield one ar- 
roba—25 pourids. 

“India rubber gatherers say it is impos- 
sible to extract the sap without losing the 
life of the tree. If not felled, it is attacked 
immediately by insects and soon dies. 

“fn working the seringa or borracha tree, 
which grows to a height of from 49 to 66 
feet, the tree is not killed. 

“This tree grows in’ families or groups, 
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and often 190 trees can be found growing 
together in what is called a seringal. The 
Seringuero or rubber gatherer establishes 
his residence in the neighborhood and 
makes pathways between t'fe trees. He goes 
every morning to puncture them and fix be- 
neath them a to receive the milky 
juice.

‘The coagulation of the juice is obtained. 


by exposing it to smoke produced by burn- 
ing the fruit of a palm tree. 

“The tapping of the seringal is renewed 
daily for four or five months, and the sup- 
ply increases up to the end of the third 
month. 

“The trees are then allowed one month's 
rest. By careful treatment one such group 
of trees will last for 20 years. 
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of this kind will give only one arroba (25 
pounds) of India rubber a day.” 

The Peruvian system of trading is primil- 
tive, in spite of the advent of railroads, as 
will be seen by the following statement 
from H. Guillaume: 

“One arroba of India rubber is worth, to 
the workman who supplies it, 4d ($8) 
worth of goods, or 32 cents a pound. 

‘This system is suitable to the Indian, 
who fears neither hunger nor cold, and who 
does not Know what the words “wealth” 
and ‘‘misery’’ mean, and who works only 
to obtain some object he has seen. 

“In his turn, the buyer who comes and 
seeks the rubber, in steam launches or Cca- 
noes, pays for it, at least in part, with 
goods, and this system of barter causes an 
important coasting trade.’’

}able agricultural and: mineral land grants 
given to Dr. Wells provided he could effect 
|} a permanent location there. : 
| About five years ago an expedition land- 
,ed upon the island and was massacred. 

More than a dozen expeditions have landed 
on the island and nearly all have been an- 
nihilated. ° 

The Wells expedition left Guaymas in a 
| Sloop last June. For more than a month, 
according to the story of the survivors, the 
expedition sailed cautiously along the coast 
of the island. A landing was made early 
in July on the northern coast. The sloop 
was anchored in a cove or estuary and the 
|party went ashore on the stretch of land 
which acted as a breakwater for the sea 
arm in which the sloop lay. 

This stretch of land extends from the is- 
land about three miles and is half a mile 
‘in wilch. It is covered with trees of small 
| Size. In three days the explorers had sev- 
eral s rong little huts erected. They worked 
upon these in the daytime and sleyt upon 
'the sloop, leaving one man in a boat near 
the shore to keep watch every night, The 
log huts, which were to serve as forts, 
'were almost completed before the savages 
| showed their presence. 
| On the fourth night five of the party were 
to trunsfe: their quarters from the sloop to 
ithe nuts. About 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
|when the explorers were all ashore, they 
| were attscked by the savages. 
| So sudden was the attack and so great 
‘the number of the cannibals that the small 
| party were panic-stricken. Their firearms 
were not within easy reach, and many of 
|these were secured by the savages before 
the explorers had recovered from the con- 
fusion. The axes with which they had built 
their huts were the only weapons that most 
of them had. Hevolvers ltad been cast aside 
as well as rifles. 

The savages secured the huts. Wakefield 
Newton, who had command of the expedl- 
tion, gave the order to take to the boats. 
Although it appeared impossible to reach 
the boats, owing to the position most of 
the cannibals had taken, the entire party 
sprang to obey the order. Only three of 
them got away. The savages barred the 
way to three of the four boats. The three 
who secured the remaining boat were Mex- 
icans. Each had a rifle and revolver and 
full cartridge belts. 

They had pulled away from shore but a 
short distance when they saw the predica- 
ment of their comrades. Without hesitating 
a moment they stopped rowing and started 
to return to the shore. They hoped to be 
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Savages completely barred the way and a 
terrific and bloody battle ensued, The sav- 
ages had the explorers entirely at their mer- 
cy and the combat became a slaughter. 

With axes, rifles and revolvers the little 
party desperately fought the great mob.« 
The three Mexicans in the boat poured lead 
into their foes as fast as they could fire; 
their comrades on shore, fighting more 
furiously, did less execution, but for every 
one of them that fell a dozen savages went 
down, 


In the thick of the fight a single member 
of the besieged band escaped and got 
aboard the boat with the Mexicans. This 
was Dan Williamson. At almost the same 
moment that Williamson got aboard an 
arrow struck kd Lopez, one of the Mext- 
cans in the boat. He died soon after. Be- 
fore nightfall the struggle was over and the 
Savages made off with the remains of their 
victims to prepare for a cannibal feast. The 
surviving members of the expedition stayed 
aboard the sloop during the night, expect- 
ing another attack from the savages, but 
none was made. In the meantime they saw 
their boats still lashed to the shore. 


AS none of the three survivors understood 
navigation very well, they were in a ball 
way. They managed to unfurl sail and haul 
anchor, but were unable to manage the 
gasoline engine which worked the propeller 
of the sloop or to direct the sloop after it 
was on the open sea. With every means 
of escape they were unable to take advan- 
tage 6f them. For nearly a week the sloop 
remained in the vicinity of the disaster, and 
then, no signs of their comrades appearing, 
the three occupants of the vesel surren- 
dered it to the caprice of the winds, hoping 
they would finally be driven to the shores 
of civilization. 

They believed they were sailing for the 
coast of Sonora, and were greatly surprised 
to tind themselves on the Isla del Guardia 
when finally they landed. Mail communi- 
cation between the Isla del Guardia and the 
outside world is very irregular, but the sur- 
vivors of the expedition will remain there 
for further orders from Dr. Wells. 


he l'ortuga cannibals are within 70 miles 
othe Sonora railway, which runs into 
Guaymas across the Culf of California. 
Thelr island is close to the coast of Lower 
Callfornia and about half-way down that 
peninsula. Almost due east is the terminus 
of the railroad on the Mexican coast. It 
is indeed a strangely narrow division of civ- 
llization and savagery—a mere strip of wa- 
ter lyi.g between the haunts of cannibalism 
and those of science, for Tortuga is inhab- 
ited *y the most cruel and treacherous of 
savages who delight in devouring human 
flesh, while into and out of the harbor at 
Guyamias. one of the largest seaport towns 
on the Mexican coast, pass men of science 
and business affairs. ‘ 

‘he Tortuga cannibals resemble in many 
ways a tribe of island cannibals to the 
northeast of them, the Seris, who inhabit 
Tiburon, cff the state of Sonora. The Tor- 
tugas are copper-colored and absolutely 
primitive as to their methods of living. They 
know nothing whatever of agriculture. 
Their abliiity to shoot has been acquired 
by capturing white men and compelling 
them to teach the savages how to use guns 
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One observer said that a glow remained 
after the flash, but all the rest contradicted 


this. Another said that the ball of fire was

URING a recent 10 days’ geological 
trip through an almost unvisited 
part of the Taurus Mountains to the 
south of Harpoot IJ heard of a phenomenon 
which I should be glad to have explained. 
Before leaving Harpoot I was told by a 
man from Aivose that Keklujek Mountain, 
near his village, fought with Ziaret Moun- 
tain, on the other side of the Euphrates 
river. The weapons were balls of light,

which the mountains threw at each other. 

As the region was one of volcanic activity 
in comparatively recent times, and as hot 
springs and extinct craters are still to be 
seen, I thought at first that this must be 
a traditional account of a volcanic eruption. 
Subsequent investigation, however, showed 
that the story had its origin in a meteor- 
ological phenomenon. 

At first I was skeptical as to the truth of 
what follows. After hearing substantially 
the same story from ten or twelve men 
whom I saw in five different places sepa- 
rated by an extreme distance of 40 or more 
miles, I became thoroughly convinced of 
its truth. E 

It may be a common occurrence, but I 
have never heard of it and can find no ac- 
count of it in the few books at my com- 
mand. % 

The facts, upon which all agree, are as 
follows: A ball of fire is sometimes seen to 
start from one mountain and go like 
flash to another, At the same time there is 
a sound like thunder. This occurs by day

The location and course of the flashes 
may be seen from the accompanying sketch 
map. In every case the flash crosses the 
Euphrates river, which here flows through 
a deep, precipitous valley, at an elevation 
of 2000 feet above sea level, or at from 3500 
to 5500 feet below the tops of the moun- 
tains. The valley and the lightning seems 
to have some connection. 

I asked about other mountains; e ge., 
whether the flash ever went from Ziaret to 
Chachak (No. 5 to No. 1), and was told that 
it never went except indicated on the 
map.

AN EXPEDITION TO PROVE

Rev. George Frederick Wright Has Gone to 
the Roof of the World in Search of 
Evidence Co.roborating the 


Biblical 


O FIND conclusive evidence that the 
deluge was universal, to discover 
facts which will prove that the wa- 

ters covered “‘the face of the earth,’’ as re- 
corded in the seriptures, is the object of a 
journey which a distinguished American 
geologist the Rev. George Frederick 
Wright, is making over the ‘“‘Roof of the 
World,”’ the Central Asian plateau. 

- The journey is full of peril and hardship, 
but Dr. Wright, who has-faced the dangers 
of Arctic exploration and who has led haz- 
ardous expeditions over the glaciers of 
Alaska, is no stranger to such things. 
Though 6 years old he is strong and vigor- 
ous. On the present expedition he ts ac- 
companied by his son, Frederick B. Wright, 
recently graduated from Yale College. 

Both father and son were prisoners in the 
British legation during the siege of Peking. 
After the rescue of the legationers they 
went to Valdivostock and thence over the 


Transsiberian road to Lake Haikal, in the 


great Siberian gJateau.

found a resting place, will be explored by 
Dr. Wright. In these highlands, which are 
covered with “loess,”’ or unstratified di- 
luvian mud, left by receding water, Dr. 
Wright hopes to find remains of men and 
animals left there before the flood. 

Ir Dr. Wright discovers antediluvian re- 
mains in Asia, the last link in a chain of 
facts which tend to prove that the globe 
was at one time flooded will be supplied. 
Geologists admit that America and Et- 
rope were once under water. It has Qeen 
known for years that the greater part of 
Africa was once covered by the sea, but it 
remains to be shown that Asia, too, was 
once submerged. 


Within the last 20 years the views of 
sclentific men as to the deluge have been 
reversed: Prestwich, the English geolo- 
gist, Avas the first to find evidences of a 
delug\in Kurope. Sir J. Willlam Daw- 
son 8 supported the universal deluge 
theory. “in this country Dr. Wright has 
made invitations which seem to show 
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that North America was once under water, 
Deposits of marine products and marine 
fossils have been found by Dr. Wright on 
our highest mountains, while the thin de- 
posit of “loess,” or inundation mud, that 
covers the major portion of the Rocky 
Mountain plateau, fis full of marine fossils, 
shells and evidences of inundation. 

Dr. Wright has spent his life in seeking to 
harmonize science and the biblical story of 
the creation. He is a professor in Oberlin 
Teological Seminary and professor of ‘‘The 
Relations of Religion and Science,’”’ at An- 
dover. For several years he was an assist- 
ant on the United States geological sur- 
vey. 

The present expedition is the greatest un- 
dertaking of his life. All the expenses will 
be borne by Dr. Wright himself. When last 
heard from the doctor was setting out,for 
Lake Baikal, which is 200 miles from the Si- 
berian railroad line. The journey to the 
lake, 5200 feet above sea level, will be made 
in Mongolian camel carts. Dr. Wright's 
only white companion will -be his son. 
They carry tools to dig into the deposits of 
*‘loess.’’ 

“Scientists say that an event so stupen- 
dous as the deluge could not have hap- 
pened without leaving permanent evidences 
behind. It is believed, however, that the 
effects have been modified and even ob- 
scured by subsequent changes. It is not

The Scripture states that the water cov- 
ered ‘‘all the hig. hills,’’ and there are evi- 
dences of this in four continents. The wa- 
ter is said to have risen 15 cubits, or 23 
feet, above the highest mountain. Scien- 
tists are asking where are the materials 
drifted up by the deluge, the remains of the 
millions of men and animals that perished 
by it. During the 150 days that followed 
the rise of the waters, the matter lifted by 
the flood settled, the heavier materials 
first, then finer gravel, sand, and finally 
mud fell like a mantle.

Then the beef, veal, mutton and 
fowl on sale have distinguishing character-

There is no blood, and no veins, in any of 
the meat sold in a koshir butcher shop. 

In the third book of Moses in the Old 
Testament, called Leviticus, it is written 
that the Lord, speaking unto the children 
of Israel, said:

These are the beasts that you shal] eat 
among all the beasts that are on earth.. 
Whatsoever parteth the hoof and is cloven- 
footed and cheweth the cud, among beasts

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These seriptural! injunctions are religious- 
ly obeyed by the 10,000 St, Louisans referred 
to, and the 15 butchers mentioned are kept 
busy supplying them meat, prepared In ac- 
cordance with the scriptural mandate. 

Koshir is a Hebrew word, which means 
prepared. Koshir meat therefore signifies 
meat specially. prepared in accordance with 
the sacred words .of the Talmud. 

Of course the 15 koshir butchers have a 


They have no general slaughter house, 
though; in fact, they do not own a single 
slaughter house between them, Their plan 
of operation is as follows: 

When a koshir butcher discovers that he 
needs more meat—and he makes this dis- 
covery regularly every third day, as the 
Jewish Bible prohibits him from selling 
meat over three days old—he notifies the 
management of the St. Louts Dressed Beef 
Co., the Union Stockyards or some other 
large institution and at the appointed time, 
goes to the slaughtering pen himself. 


When the schuchat, as the butcher is 
called, arrives in the pen, the steer (or oth- 
er animal) ia led forth and tied with a stout * 
rope to a ring In the floor, just as any other : 
steer, is led forth to & slaughter house “Before inserting the knife into the animal’s throat the Schuchat recites a brief prayer in Hebrew.”

Ime 
vestigation showed the blood stains on the- 
saddle A search was instituted, and sev- 
eral hours later the dead and mutilated 
body of Holt was found where Bradford 
had left it. 

Suspicion rested on the two Bradfords 
and Mattie Holt, and was strengthened by 
the fact that Jack’s shoes fitted the peculiar 
track in the mud around the body. The 
three suspects were taken into custody and 
separated. Jack became very talkative and 
made several full confessions. 

The next day an armed guard brought the 
prisoners to Caruthersville, where they 
were placed in jail. Later Mattie Holt was 
placed in charge of a family, and within & 
few weeks she was the mother of a pretty 
baby. 

In the September term of circult court, 
the trio were arraigned to answer to the 
charge of murder 

Mattie Holt accepted a compromise, 
pleaded guilty and was given two years in 
the penitentiary. 

For the short sentence she mY thank 
the influence of the baby, who elicited the 
sympathy of every one. 

Will Bradford compromised, pleaded gull- 
ty. and is serving a twenty year sentence. 

But Jack Bradford stood trial. Practical- 
ly without defense and with his numerous 
confessions against him, he was a doomed 
man from the start. 

The plea of insanity developed. Suddenly 
Bradford's nature changed. He refused to 
talk and sat for hours without moving or 
looking up. The trial proceeded and was 
very one-sided. The state clinched point 
after point. The defense had no case. The 
arguments were reached, The state's attor- 
ney had very little to say. He pointed to 
the preponderance of testimony both in re- 
gard to the crime and the sanity of the 
prisoner, 

The defending attorney could only point 
to the man’s strange behavior. It took the 
jury but a short time to decide that Brad- 
ford was guilty, perfectly sane and respon- 
sible for his acta. 

On the day that sentence was to be passed 
a large crowd assembled in the courtroom, 
few of whom had ever heard a man con- 
demned to death. Clearly and impressively 
Judge Riley passed judgment and set the 
day of execution for Jan. 15, 1900, 

The least affected man in the room, ap- 
parently, was the prisoner. But despite his 
effort to be calm, great drops of sweat is- 
sued from every pore of his face. He was 
led from the court room to the jail without 
speaking a word. Some claimed he held a 
whispered conversation with his brother, 
but as fer as the public knows he has not 
spoken a word sifice his trial was begun. 

His attorney {fmediately took an appeal 
to the Supreme fourt and the day of exe- 
cution parsed. The higher court sustained 
the verdict of the lower court and de- 
nounced th. murder as one of the most cold- 
blooded crimes in the history of the state. 

The dete of the hanging was then set 
for June 16 of the present ycar. 

It seemed that the man's last hope was 
gone. The fatal day drew near and the gal- 
lows was erected. The rope was secured 
and the knot tied. Bradford was put under 
the death watch. On Thursday before tho 
hanging Governor Stephens listened to the 
appeals of the friends of the defending at- 
torney and postponed the execution until 
Aug. 14. 

Why this was done is not known, for no 
further efforts were made until this date 
had arrived, when Lieutenant-Governor 
Bolte, in the ‘absence of the governor, 
grant+d another respite of 30 days. 

Before this time was up the sheriff sum- 
moned a jury of 12 men and had four doc- 
tors inquire into Bradford's mental condl- 
tion. They applied the chloroform test. Un- 
der the influence of the drug they burned 
the victim and he took no notice of it. 
Even when they blistered the eye-ball he 
did not wince. The doctors agreed that the 
man was an imbectie and on the decision 
of the dectors the sheriffs jury decided 
that Bredford was not responsible. Tho 
governor then committed him to the 
asylum 

Public opinion ts divided. Those who 
know Rradford best say he is not crazy. 

The case is without parallel. The man 
is an eycellent card player and spent hts 
time in ju.! play .& with his companions, of 
whom he was the champion.

Sunday Post-Dispatch by three of the best 
known betanists in Missouri.

EW who did not attend the wild 
flower exhibition of the Engelmann 
Botanical Club appreciate how many 

beautiful flowers can be gathered near St. 
Louis {n the autumn woods. 

A blaze of color greeted the eye as you 
entered the room. The golden rods (Soli- 
dagos), sun flowers (Helianthus), Spanish 
needles (Bidens) and other yellow flowers 
were massed on one table, the Intense 
color being relieved by bunches of the 
pretty white Eupatorium ageratoedes (white 
snakeroot). The. number of species of 
golden rod was a source of great inter- 
est to those not familiar with them. 

On another table were collected the dif- 
ferent asters. The aster ericoides, the lit- 
tle white flower, growing now so abund- 
anly on many of our vacant lots, the 
large, handsome New England aster (Aster 
Novae Angliae) and other purple asters, 
made a beautiful showing. 


The Gentian Andraosii, called the closed 
gentian, because it never unfolds its cor- 
attracted attention both on account 

rarity and the beauty of the large 
blue flower. This, with the other blue 
lower, the great lobelia (Lobelia syphil- 
itici) gave more blue than {fs usually 
in any collection of flowers. Another Lo- 
beli (cardinalis), the cardinal flower, was 
even more striking. with its cardinal-col- 
ored corolla.

These curious animals are queer little de- 
generate hares, or “pikas,”” which the min- 
ers and hunters of our West call ‘“‘conles.”’ 
They do certainly resemble In outward ap- 
pearance the contes of Africa--those * de- 
scribed tn Proverbs as “a feeble folk, yet 
make they houses in the focks;"" yet In 
structure they are much nearer relatives of 
the guinea pigs, whose wild brethren still 
dwell among the pumice and lava of the 
Bolivian Andes. 

They look, indeed, much like guinea ples, 
being about the same sige, having the same 
blunt nose, squat, rotund form and small, 
creeping feet. Their ears are round, et 
close to the head and rimmed with white, 
and they have no tails at all. The varied 
colors of the guinea pigs are due to their 
long domestication, and the pikas do not re- 
semble them in that, but are grayish above 
and yellowish white on the lower parts. 

Most of the animals may go down into the 
protection of the forests when autumnal 
storms begin to blanket the peaks with 
snow, but some cannot get away. The 
sieur, or mountain woodchuck, no longer

On another table was a fine and interest- 
ing collection of fungi, @here one could 
see, among other things, the various edi- 
ble mushrooms which grow so abundantly 
about here, and learn to distinguish between 
them and the poisonous toadstools. Mosses, 
ferns and a variety of grasses were placed 
together. 

The table that attracted the children the 
most was that on which the fruits and 
seeds were collected. The pods of the 
milkweed and dogbane families, with their 
hairy seed, those of the trumpet creeper 
and others, showed them how seed could 
fiy; the berries of the dogwood, buckthorn, 
the coral berry, the pokeberry had each its 
special attraction. 

The outer covering of the acorns, wal- 
nuts, hickory nuts, and horse chestnuts 
was a revelation to the children. The 
Osage orange, with its milky juice, the 
persimmons, the pine cones, the cup seed 
and aéeie host of others kept them 
chained to this table asking ques- 
tions and giving as much pleasure by the 
interest they displayed as they received.

In no season is the Alpive world more 
enticing than in the early autumn. A carpét

Louis for botanical study might be made 
of use to the community. Here is Shaw's 
garden, with its valuable collection of liv- 
ing plants, its herbaria and library, and the 
Shaw Botanical school with its corps of 
professors offering advantages such as can 
be enjoyed in only a few places in the 
world. 


It was suggested that if a club were 
formed it might bring together many who 
were interested in plants and to whom the 
exchange of ideas and sympathy would be 
valuable, and it might increase the inter- 
est in botanical subjects.

of William Penn Hussey of Danversport. 

“T was born in North Berwick, Me.,’’ said 
Mr. Hussey to the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
correspondent. ‘Il went to school there anu 
became the victim of a series of skylarking 
adventures that won me the reputation of 
being the most mischievous young chap in 
town. 

“It didn’t make any difference what hap- 
pened, | was blamed for it. 


&@ new prank was reported. 

“I remember one prank in particular. It 
was St. Patrick’s day, and 
painted the parson’s horse green 
meeting. The animal stood hrtched to an 
old buggy in the shed back of the meet- 
ing house, and when the congregation came 
out, there stood Bess, looking as though 
she had changed her old gray coat {in honor 
of the celebration. 

“IT got thrashed for that, and the same 
thing happened when some one pushed 
Peter's old sawmill into the pond so that 
_ went over the dam. Maybe I had some- 

Mhing to do with these adventures, but at 
Yany rate the lickings got so numerous that 

1 hooked Jack and ran away from home. 

“Well, I did the regular tramp act for 
years, except for an odd job now and then, 
until I was eighteen years old, when |I went 
to California and knocked about the mines 
without saving a cent as usual. 

“On the Pacific slope I got a job as keeper 
in a penitentiary, and there I beat a plan 
on the part of the prisoners to escape. They 
had organized a system of communication 
between cells by means of taps on the bars, 
punctuated by low whistles.

The year 1872 found Mr. Hussey Fast 
again, dead broke and anxious to make 
peace at home.

His next visit Hast brought him to Dan- 
versport, where, after doing odd jobs on 
farms, he finally got work 4S an assistant 
in the State Insane Asiyum. While tn the 
asylum he met a patient named Munro, a 
man from Edgartown, Martha's 
Vineyard, whose brain had given way un- 
der excessive study. 

Munro became Hussey's particular charge 
and when his father removed him from the 
Danvers asylum Hussey was retained as 
his keeper and companion.

In Edgartown Hussey met Munro's sis- 
ter, and after a short courtship eloped with 
her. That ended his career in Edgartown, 
for the girl’s father stormed at what he 
declared to be a disgraceful and unequal 
match. 

Returning to Danversport, Hussey got a 
job in John Hanson's grist mill at $2 a day. 
Trouble with his fellow-workers and his 
employer soon deprived him even of that 
small income and left him poorer than 
ever, With graver responsibilities. A let- 
ter from his wife to her father about that 
time brought reconciliation, the result of 
which was the advance of a small sum of 
money sufficient to set Hussey up in the 
coal business in Danversport. The néces- 
sity of giving credit to his customers was 
fast driving him to the wall, when some 
one told him of a splenafd chance for in- 
vestment in a coal mine in Nova Scotia. 
That was in 189—only five years ago. 
Hussey went to Nova Scotia, inspected 
the mine—or, rather, the land, for it was 
surface coal—and immediately bought the 
property for $65,000. Of course, he hadn't 
the money, but be bought it, neverthe- 
less, and proceeded to torm a stock com- 
pany. He went to England, interested sev- 
eral financiers in London and Liverpool] in 
his TNS, and consummated a deal

whereby he sold the mine outright and 
reaped a profit of $2,500,000. 

“Yes,’’ said Mr. Hussey, ‘I found it the 
simplest thing in the world to manipulate 
that deal in London, and for my share I 
got $2,590,000, besides being the treasurer 
and monager of the new corporation. The 
compary was bonded for $4,500,000. It is the 
Broad Cove Mining Co., and it is a grand 
investment. I] am confident that there's 
$300,000.) worth of coal on that land. It is 
in Cape Breton, near the coast. 1 hear now 
that they are syndicating the company on 
a $10,000.00 basis, but 1 am out of it. I'm 
satisfied with my share of the transac- 
tion. 

‘While in London I was allowed to speak 
in the House of Lords on the subject of my 
Cape Breton mines, which I considered 
quite an honor, and I must have made a 
fairly goou impression, for I had no sooner 
spoken than the moneyed men of Engiand 
came to time with their cash.” 

As manager of the company Mr. Fiussey’'s 
first work was to dig a waterway from the 
coal to the ocean. He bought a lake inland 
and dug a canal to the coast. The 
was so shifty that it was a tedious job and 
when completed no towboat company would 
take an engine he had brought from Bos- 
ton to the cape and up the canal.

Conservatives Among the Indians 


in the 


Wichita and Kiowa Reservations Are 
Trying to Prevent the Incursion of 


White Men by a Festival 


of Weird 


N the Wichita and Kiowa reservations, 
which are to be opened to settlement 
when the allotment of lands to the In- 

dians is completed, the red men are danc- 
ing. There are many there who have taken 


up the white man’s way of life, but others 
find it a way they cannot travel. These 


conservatives, lovers of old traditions, are 
the leaders of the ghost dancing which will, 
they hope, prevent the utter extinction of 
tribal power and prevent the opening of 
the reservations for settlement. In other 
times ghost dances were accompanied by 
scenes of violence, of murder and outrage. 
Now the dances are held secretly and qulet- 
ly. The frenzied bucks are restrained by 
their friends when the fury to slay comes 
upon them. 

The dance is no longer a menace to peace; 
it is a solemn festival. 

In 1890, when the ghost dance among the 
western Indians began to attract attention, 
the United States bureau of ethnology sent 
James Mooney among the Indians to pre- 
serve those features of the dance which 
were of religious and ethnologic interest. 
The following are excepts from Mr. Moon- 
ey's writings: 


By JAMES MOONEY of the 


United States Bureau of Ethnology, 


HE lost paradise of the world’s dream- 
land of youth. What tribe or people 
has not had its golden age, before 

Pandora’s box was loosed, when women 
were nymphs and dryads and men were 
gods and heroes? And when the race lies 
crushed and bleeding beneath an alien yoke, 
how natural is the dream of a redeemer 
who shall return from exile or awake from 
some long sleep to drive out the usurper 
and win back for his people what they 
have lost. The hope becomes a faith, and 
the faith becomes the creed of priests and 
prophets, until the hero is a god and the 
dream a religion, looking to some great 
miracle of nature for its culmination and 
accomplishment. The doctrines of the 
Hindu Avatar, the Hebrew Messiah, the 
Christian millenium and the Hesunanin 
of the Indian ghost dance are essentially, 
the same and have their origin in a hope 
and longing common to all humanity. 

The great underlying principle of the 
ghost dance doctrine is that the time will 
come when the whole Indian race, living 
and dead, will be reunited upon a regen- 
erated earth, to live a lite of aboriginal 
happiness, forever free from disease, mis- 
ery and death. On this foundation each 
tribe has built a structure from its own 
mythology, and each apostle and believer 
has filled in the details according to his 
own mental capacity or idea of happiness, 
with such additions as come to him from 
the trance. The differenences in interpre- 
tation are exactly such as we find in 
Christianity, with its hundreds of sects and 
innumerable shades of individual opinion. 
The white race, being alien and secondary, 
and hardly real, has no part in this scheme 
of aboriginal regeneration, and will be left 
behind with the other things of earth that 
have served their temporary purpose, or 
else will cease entirely to exist. 

All this is to be brought about by an 
overruling spiritual power, that needs no 
assistance from human creatures; and 
though certain medicine men were dis- 
posed to anticipate the Indian millenium 
by preaching resistance to the further en- 
croachments of the whites, such teachings 
form no part of the true doctrine, and it 
was only where chronic dissatisfaction was 
aggravated by recent grievances, as among 
the Sioux, that the movement assumed a 
‘hostile expression. On the contrary all be- 
lievers were exhorted to make themselves

ing all things warlike and practicing hon- 
esty, peace and good will, not only among 
themselves, but also toward the whites so 
long as they were together. Some apostles 
have even thought that all race distinc- 
tions are to be obliterated and that the 
whites are to participate with the Indians 
in the coming felicity; but it seems -un- 
questionable that this is equally contrary 
to the doctrine as originally preached. 

Different dates have been assigned at va- 
rious times for the fulfillment of the 
prophecy. Whatever the year, it has gen- 
erally been held, for very natural reasons, 
that the regeneration of the earth and the 
renewal of all life would occur in the early 
spring. In some cases July, and particu- 
larly the 4th of July, was the expected 
time. This, it may be noted, was about 
the season when the great annual cere- 
mony of the sun dance generally took place 
among the prairie tribes. 

The ghost dance was introduced among 
the Indians of the western plains and 
mountains by Wovoka, a Nevada Piute, 
recognized by the Indians of all the ghost 
dancing tribes as the Indian Messiah. I 
saw the Messiah at his wickiup. He ts a 
full-blood Piute of 35 years, and is known 
among the white people as Jack Wilson. He 
works upon a ranch and is an industrious, 
peaceable man Wovoka, who has many 
names among the Indians, told me he was 
once called to heaven when “‘the sun died,”’ 
and that he saw the dead restored to 
youth and living happily there. He insists 
that God gave him messages for his peo- 
ple and also gave him the ghost dance, 
which was to be introduced among the In- 
dians to insure them a place in the happy 
hunting ground. From what I could learn 
in the neighborhood I reached the conclu- 
sion that Wovoka saw his vision in 18s9, 
when there was a partial eclipse of the 
sun. This is what he meant when he said 
the sun died. There was great excitement 
among the Piutes during the eclipse, and 
Wovoka, who was very ill, became delir- 
ious. It was doubtless the delirium that 
led his mind's eye to look upon the won- 
derful things he thinks he saw. 

When Wovoka related his experience to 
his people they gave every credence to 
what he said and at once took up the ghost 
dance. From the Piute it quickly spread 
to the Cheyenne and Arapaho tribes, and 
from these to the Sioux and the Kiowas, 
until the dance was in every one of the 
plains tribes. The Sioux exaggerated it a 
great deal from what it was when Wovoka 
iniroduced it, and it was their wild in- 
cantations which led to the necessity of 
stopping, or at least moderating the dance. 
I attributed the trances to an enforced 
catalepsy. Five days of continuous danc- 
ing was supposed to be sufficient to pro- 
voke the millenium, and while it never 
came, neither Wovoka nor those who be- 
lieved in him were discouraged by failure. 

When the ghost danee was introduced 
among the Kiowa Indians of OkKlahoma 
there came to the front one of the most 
remarkable characters of this religious 
frenzy. Me was Bianka, “‘The Eater.”’ 

Bianka was a leader among the Kiowas, 
and his interest in the ghost dance had 
much to do with the adoption of the dance 
in his tribe. He speedily became a dream- 
er of much fame through the Indian res- 
ervations, and was newly named Asatitola, 
‘The Messenger,’’ because of the excursions 
he made to the spirit land while in the 
trances which followed the dance. Bianka 
would upon these occasions carry messages 
to members of the tribe who had died, and 
would bring answers from them to their 
living relatives on earth. 

I visited Bianka upon the Kiowa reser- 
vation in 1891. He found the Kiowas in 
a state of high excitement over the prom- 
ised coming of the Messiah. Such a mil- 
lenium meant more for the Kiowas than 
for any other of the prairie tribes, for it

11tS weed cutting business was estab- 
lished five years ago by my brother,

The business 
opens the first of July and closes the last 
of Septemter.. 

This Is my method of doing business: 1 
make a rate of 2 cents a front foot for lots

[ hire men to cut the weeds and each of 
them takes a partner. This summer I have 
had three men, with their helpers, steadily 
employed. I pay them so much per front 
foot and every Friday I make out a route 
covering the work done that week and g0 
around and personally see that the weeds 
have really been cut. Occasionally I have 
used a two-horse machine on large tracts 
Chouteau place. 

This year I have cut 95,000 front feet of 
weeds, receiving for this $1735, against 
$1162.37 received last year and $854.91 in 15U8, 
1 find that with every expense deducted | 
am left a profit of slightly more than % cent 
for every front foot I have handled.

My work is principally among private 
property owners.

RIVERS OF TEXAS. 


ITHIN two weeks after the Galves- 
ton flood, the Colorado, Brazos 
and Trinity Rivers of Texas are 

out of their banks and doing great damage 


in what threatens to be the worst river 
flood in the history of the state. 


These three rivers of Texas are unlike 
almost every Other river in America, and 
their floods are equally distinct among 
floods. They are a roar and a rush, the 
water rising 50 feet in a day and tumbling 
from its great height in a night. 


The Colorado, Brazos and Trinity Rivers 
of Texas are like-stairways whose landing 
is the flat south end of the state, a topo- 
graphical condition which brings the wa- 
ter down from the hills with a great rush 
and then affords it such slight descent in 
the lower part of the state that the water 
goes out of the low banks and goes into 
the rich lowlands:‘of the valley, seeking 
whom and what it may devour. 

The three rivers almost perfectly paral- 
lel each other as they traverse the state. 
The Trinity is the easternmost. Its source 
is far up in the north central part of Tex- 
as, and it works down to the gulf in a 
southeasternly course, emptying into Gal- 
veston Bay. The Brazos rises north and 
east of the source of the Trinity, and fol- 
lows the same southeasterly course to the 
gulf. The Colorado, which is the Colorado 
River of Texas and fiot the great river 
which crosses Colorado and empties into 
the Gulf of California, rises in the moun- 
tains of Northwest Texas and traverses 
the entire length of the state in a south- 
easterly course. 


All these rivers have contributed to the 
list of flood disasters in Texas. There is 
hardly a season in which one of these 
streams does not go upon a rampage to the 
injury of human life and property. 

The breaking of the Austin dam last 
April is well remembered. Austin is on 
the Colorado River, and the city had built 
a dam there at a cost of $1,400,000. A flood 
caused the dam to break, and many lives 


| were lost and property worth $2,000,000 was 
| destroyed. 


Just the year before, July 6, 
1899, the worst flood In the history Of Texas 
rivers up to that time swept down the 
state, the Brazos River eclipsing all others 
in doing damage. The Brazos Valley from 
Waco to the gulf, a distance of 130 miles, 
became a sea of moving water 75 miles be- 
tween banks. The valleys of the Brazos 
and Colorado were so completely inundated 
that crops 500 miles from the gulf were to- 
tally destroyed; the property loss was es- 
timated at $4,500,000; over 2000 bridges were

On the Trinity, Brazos and Coloradé 
Rivers are Dallas, Waco and Austin, threg 
of the principal cities. Great cotton plan 
tations are everywhere along the riv 
and the land is so generally under culti 
tion as to make floods more disastru 
there than they could be if traversing a 
other portions of Texas. : 

The problem of prevention has baffled the 
best engineers in the United States engins 
eering corps. James A. Ockerson, who hag 
been with the Mississippi River commis 
sion at St. Louls many years, and Ia ond 
of the foremost authorities upon river wo 
in his profession, explains why it has 
difficult for the government or the state 
do anything to prevent the Texas fi 
Mr. Ockerson says: 

“The rivers of Texas do not amount 
much as rivers the year round. They @ 
dry or almost dry along much of t 
length during the dry season, and it is ¢ 
when the rain falls in unusual quantit 
that they become rivers of any considerab 
volume. Neither the government or t 
State has done anything with them, excep 
where they enter the gulf, and I do nog 
know what plan could be devised for the 
protection of these valleys. There is nog 
water enough in them to justify making 
navigable rivers of them 1nl deepenin 
their beds, which would lessen the pendency 
of the water to go over the banks, aud & 
have never heard of any suggest#on from 
the engineers who have worked in Texas.’" 

Robert M. McMath, president of the 8 
Louis Board of Public Improvements, an 
for many years with the United States ene 
gineering corps on river work in the West, 
says of the Texas river floods: 

“T have never hea-i much mention of 
these rivers in connec*ton with government 
work, and do not nelleve th government 
has endeavored to do anyth'ng with theme 
The big dam at Austin was a municipak 
property, and aside from that I Rave not 
known of any expenditure upon these rive 
ers, though the government has déne so 
harbor work at the deltas of thé! B 
and the Trinity and there may be some oth= 
er improvements of which I have not heard, 
I would say that there is little, if anyth | 
that can be done to lessen the danger 
floods. The rivers are pecullar to Texas, 
with its high end in the northeast and tits 
flat lands near the gulf, and much careful 
study would be necessary to alter the ef 
fect of floods coming down such valleys.” —

esting experiences were out on the Pacific. 
¥ reached Manila just after the battle in 
which Dewey sunk the Spanish fleet. There 
is a boiler works at Cavite, and I got work 
there. Some of the Spanish ships were not 
badly damaged, and these were repaired 
at the shipyards of which the Cavite boiler- 
works were a part. We worked upon them 
‘while the blood of the Spanish was still 
on the decks and the machinery. 
' There is not much for a white man in 
Manifla—at least a white mechanic. 
@ boilermaker, and boilermakers were not 
running around in big droves, but it was im- 
possible to get work at living wages. I was 
fold that the government would pay welli 
Wor boilermakers at the Cavite shops, and 
went there with the expectation of getting 
good wages. The wages turned out to be 
a week, Spanish money and worth about 
the value of our dollars. 

I worked there four months, more because 
was interesting to be there than for any 
er reason. The works employed Chinese 

Filipino laborers almost altogether. 

It surprised me to see Chinese and Fill- 

bojilermakers, but I saw more of them 

was good for me, for they never did 

rivets like they hammer wages. 
As long as these people make boilers in the 
Philippines I want to keep away. To be 
gure, things are cheap over there, but a 
@ollar’s worth, after al), is about a dollar's 
worth the world around to an American. 

The best workmen I saw are the Japs. 

They are wonderful mechanics. I saw them

at Nagasaki, where there are big shipyards, 
and I was astounded to see their skill with 
steel and iron. A Jap is slow, and it takes 
four of them to clinch a rivet that two 
stalwart Americans would handle, but no 
other people can equal them in doing pretty 
work. I don’t wonder they are becoming a 
naval power, for they are not to be beaten 
in making marine machinery. I saw them 
making torpedo boats which came from 
their hands as smooth as eggshells and 
never a trace cf a rivet. 

The Japs are cheap workers, too, but they 
get more for good mechanical work than 
any other people over there. They have 
Scotch and English foremen. It interested 
me to find so many Scotch mechanics fore- 
men of machine shops and bolilerworks in 
different parts of the world. They must be 
a race of mechanies, and good ones, too, 
for you can go to almost any remote place 
where there is a machine shop and find a 
Scotch foreman. 

There wars are waking the East. You 
can see her eyes opening every day. It 
would be difficult to tell just how armies 
and navies are carrying the world in there, 
but it is what they are doing. The soldiers 
and seamen are but a part of the white 
people who go. Every ship carries some ad- 
venturer, many of them, as I did, making 
their way around as best they can. 

I worked at Honolulu awhile and stowed 
away for Manila. I gpt there all right. 
Sometimes I paid passage and sometimes | 
worked for it, but there were times when [ 
did neither and went down in the hold. I 
Suppose I am back for awhile now. I've 
seen all sorts of boilerworks and all nation- 
alities of boilermakers, and I’m glad to be 
back in St. Louis.

On the other 
ihand, not only are some tribes of some 
| fairies described as ugly, but fairy children 
| when left as changelings are invariably pic- 
'tured as repulsive urchins of a sallow com-

and legs; there we have the real fairy with 
'the glamor taken off and a certain amount 
of depreciatory exaggeration put on. 
| Now when one approaches the fairy ques-

we POEMS FROM we 
AN INVALID CHAIR. 


Pathetic Verses Written by a 


Former St. Louisan, Who 
Has Been Afflicted 


for Years. 
REN TRUMBULL BURLEY became 
() a poet through affilction. Not until 
after he was 34 years of age did the 
sentiment that was in him find utterance. 
His work is crude—he recognizes that fact 
—yet there is about his verses, when one 
considers the ‘circumstances under which 
they were written, there is merit in them. 

Burley resides at the village of Dietrich, 
Ill. He was born on a farm near Alton, Ill., 
in 1858. For several years he lived in St. 
Louts., 

Until after he was 30 years of age he was 
Strong and robust. Now he is a hopeless 
cripple from rheumatism. He cannot change 
his position in bed. The sight of one eye 
has been destroyed and the other is par- 
tally blind. His joints are ossified. 

His mother died when he was a boy and 
he came to 8t. Louis to reside. The only 
thing he had was his violin. He had studied 
music under John L. Pierce of Alton for 
Several years. After working awhile in a 
canning factory he learned the barber's 
trade. Hawing accumulated some money, he 
went to Glasgow, Mo., and studied the vio- 
lin under Prof. Kimball, at that time prin- 
cipal of the music department of Pritchett 
Institute. 

Then followed misfortune. Burley found 
employment at Haninbal, Mo., but there he 
became afflicted with rheumatism. Travel 


through the South and West afforded him | 
some relief, and in 1888 he went to Cerro | 
| Gordo, Ill. Six months later he engaged in 


business at Monticello, In 1889 he married 
Miss Johanna Sonnenberg of Effingham, II. 
Three years later he was again afflicted 
with rheumatism. Long treatment at St. 
Louis and Hot Springs failed to benefit 
a Physicians pronounced him incurable. 
Burley resigned himself to his fate. Yet 
through it all he maintained a cheerful 
disposition. His patience, say his friends, is 
wonderful. 

It was while in this affilcted condition 
that the mind of Mr. Burley turned to 
poetry. 

He now depends upon it for a living. Re- 
cently he published a paper-bound volume 
of 100 pages (second edition) called “Spring 
Poems.” The following dedication appears 
on the second page: 

: DEDICATED TO MY WIFE, 

t Whose loving kindness is appre- 
: clated by a helpless husband, who 
: owes his very existence to her 
: self-sacrifice and loving devotion. 


In his preface Mr. Burley says: ‘‘These 
poems are my own simple way of express- 
ing my thoughts as they have come to me 
of late. I know they are faulty, but I hope 
you will make allowance for mistakes.”’ 

The rhymes are faulty, it is true, but 
about these unpretentious verses there is 
much that is really pathetic. Take the fol- 
lowing, for example—the first in the book— 
called “Life on an Invalid Chair:”’ 


While I am quietly resting, 
Feeling tolerably fair, 

A few words may be interesting 
Of life on an invalid chair. 


Experience to me has taught 
Never to worry or fret; 

The less that I complain, 
More favors from friends I get. 


I never bore folks with my troubles, 
When favors to me they have shown. 
Some of them surely would tell me 
They have troubles enough of their own. 


Years I have borne my affilction, 
Some of you may not be aware 

Of what I have to endure 
Through life on my invalid chair. 


We never should complain, 
Or even find a fault. 
The Lord is our shepherd, 
He will not let us want. 


Here many years I have lingered 

And to some I have been a great care, 
But soon I expect to go 

Where there's no need of an invalid chair. 


Overlooking the faults of construction, 
what could be simpler or more natural than 
this? It is entitled, ‘‘The Only Bird’’: 


I've got a mocking bird, 
But I haven't any cage. 
He sings to me his music; 
"Tis -of very classic grade. 


He sings in an evergreen 
That !s standing very near.

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The First Man to Make This Jour- 
ney Tells of His Ride Over 
Roads That, for Automobile 
Purposes, Have Never Be- 


fore Been 
Mapped. 


OHN L. FRENCH of 4362 West Pine 
boulevard has the distinction of being 
the first person to drive an automobile 

from St. Louis to Chicago. 

He made the trip without a chart, taking 
the roads as they came and not making an 
effort to select them, and covered the dis- 
tance of 450 miles in 36 hours of continuous 
@riving. — 

After arriving at his destination, he en- 
tered his machine in the sheed and hill- 
climbing contests in the first international 
automobile racing meet and captured first 
medals in the’ three classes in which he 
competed. 

The vehicle {n which the trip was made 
was built after a phaeton pattefn and 
weighs 1000 pounds. It consumed 18% gal- 
lons of gasoline during the journey, cost- 
ing $2. 

The motive of the drive was to show that 
automobiles may be used successfully on 
the dirt roads of the country and that they 
may be depended on to work their way 
through mud and over hills with as great 
Success as they are operated on the level 
asphalt boulevards of the city. 


By JOHN L. FRENCH. 


CONSIDER my experiment as marking 
the beginning of a new era in the use of 

the automobile. My trip to Chicago was 
a great success and demonstrated that the 
automobile is a practicable vehicle for the 
dirt road and that nothing is to be feared 
from hills and mud. The roads of Illinois 
are considered the worst in the country and 
T averaged 124% miles an hour over them and 
did not have a single accident that might 
not have happened on the finest streets in 
St. Louis. 

When I left St.Louis it was my inten- 
tion to go as far as Springfield and return, 
but upon my arrival there I learned that 
the international racing meet was in prog- 
ress in Chicago and I then decided to pro- 
ceed to Chicago. The test to which my ma- 
chine was put, therefore, was greater than 
I had planned. 

To appreciate just what my trip demon- 
strated, it is necessary to understand the 
circumstances under which I = started. 
] did _ not have ae chart of the 
route, of course, because it was an un- 
explored one. I did not even use the chart 
of the League of American Wheelmen. I 
did not-look at a map and decide what 
towns I wanted to touch. I had made up 
my mind to take the roads as they came 
and depend upon the persons I might meet 
on the way to direct me to my destination. 
I traveled alone. 

Everybody who has had any experience 
riding through the country knows what a 
difficult thing it is to get accurate direc- 
tions to any particular point and I had my 
troubles in this way. The frequenter of Il- 
linois roads may understand them, but they 
are a perfect labyrinth to the stranger. 
They are short on account of peculiar sec- 
tion divisions which are in existence 
throughout the state. It’s a case of turning 
corners every mile, a fact that counts much 
in the operation of an automobile, because 
of the time wasted in this way. Road cor- 
ners cannot be turned at a speed, if one 
wishes to avold accidents, and it is neces- 
sary to bring the machine to a very slow 
jog on those occasions. To be sure, prob- 
ably not more than a minute is lost at one 
corner, but when 100 corners are passed 
during the day the loss of time is consider- 
able. But, of course, Ahose corners cannot 
be got rid of if I should make 100 automo- 
bile jogs. They are a purt of the country 
and will always be in the way. But, with 
the directions, it’s different, and I could 
make the trip to Chicago now in much 
faster time, understanding the route as 
1 do. 

The pecullar ideas of those living along 
my way regarding directions kept me 
switching back and forth through the coun- 
try, when, if 1 had known my route, I 
could have been speeding to my destination, 
But I believe that, after all my confusion, I 
finally found the best road to Chicago and 
1 would not change the route &¥ 1 were to 
repeat the trip. 

I left St. Louls at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and spent the night in Divernon, trav- 
eling 125 miles during the day, but getting 


but SOS miles from St. Louis. The roads gen- 


erally were bad, full of rocks, hills and 
washouts. To Collinsville, I found running 
very smooth, but from there on to Ed- 
wardsville they were almost impassable for 
teams. To add to this retarding feature, I 
was repeatedly misinformed in regard to di- 
rections. I] rode within three miles of Ed- 
wardsville for two hours, going 30 miles In 
that time, all because 1 was misinformed. 


From Edwardsville to Litchileld | found a) 


decided improvement and the inhabitants 
knew more about the country. AS a result 
I made better time. 1 stopped at Staunt< 


and had hinch, after which I resumed my! 


run, When a short distance out of Litch- 
feild a tire of the machine was punctured 
and I had pretty lame going during the 
rest of the way to Divernon, which 1 
reached afcer dark. 

Mine was the first automobile that had 
Visited the country along the route and the 
gazead at me itn open-mouthed 
wonder, as though they thought | 
adventurer from another 
whizzed past the farmhouses, I and my ma- 
chine were objects of keen interest. Men, 
women and chiidren climbed the farmyard 
fences and swung on the gates, almost awe- 
stricken at the sight of a carriage that ran 
without horses. | was really surprised at 
their wonder, in view of the fact that so 
much had been printed in the 
newspapers and magazines about automo- 
biles. But they had evidently taken 
stories of hOérseless carriages with a 
of salt. At any rate, they were dum- 
founded when they learned that the auto- 
mobile was a fact instead of a theory. I 
would have caused several runaways if | 
had not invariably stopped my machine 
when I saw horses approaching.

standing. My machine was the terror of 
dogs and, although they were always in the 
road to meet me with a ferocious bark, 
they invariably disappeared when they saw 
what a fearfully and wonderfully made 
thing I was driving. 

I was quite as much of a curiosity in 
Divernon as I had been tn the country and 
it soon hecame noised about that I was in 
town. The people gathered in large num: 
bers at my hotel to see the strange inver- 
tion. I took pains to explain its workings 
to them. T was detained until midnight in 
this way. When I was ready to start next 
morning, probably 75 persons had gathered 
to watch me and. when I sped away. they 
gave me three cheers as a parting salute. I 
had patched up the tire with rope, and, 
figuratively speaking, Iimped into Spring- 
field on fair time. The road was good and I 
found running smooth, even with a broken 
wheel. 

I attracted considerable attention aft 
Springfield, but more on account of the fact 
that I had driven from 8t. Louis than the 
machine. I understand there are some auto- 
mobiles in Springfield, and the citizens did 
not regard mine as a curiosity. I had my 
tire mended itmmediately on my arrival 
there and was rreparing to start back to 
St. Louis, when I met a friend, who sug- 
gested that I go on to Chicago and attend 
the race meet. I was satisfied with my coun- 
try experience, notwithstanding some of its 
vexatious features, and I felt like my ma- 
chine would stand a Httle more testing of 
its endurance. So J started for Chicago, J 
went by the way of Sherman, Middleton, 
San Jose and Delavan, between which 
places I found a variety of roads. From 
Middleton to San Jose the roads were good, 
being firmly packed and having excellent 
drains alone their sides. At Pekin I struck 
sand roads, which continued through Peorla 
and as far as Chillicothe, Those roads made 
decidedly the worst going I had along the 
entire route. Just beyond Peoria I was com- 
pelled to leave my machine and push it 
through the sand, which appeared to be 
bottomless. I stopped at Peoria long enough 
to get a good meal, and then set out to 
work my way out of the sand. This I did 
by the time I reached Chillicothe. From 
there on:to Henry 1 had ideal roads and I 
made fast run, I spent the night in Hen- 
rv, ending my second day’s run. All through 
the day, after leaving Springfield, I had 
been the object of as great curiosity as the 
day before, but I pulled through without 
causing any accidents. The people gathered 
as they had in Divernon to my ma- 
chine and I took many of them.~ spinning 
around the town streets. They enjoyed the 
sensation immensely. 

Il arose early the next morning and 
out on my journey. From Henry to Seneca 
the road was fine and I made fast time. 
But a heavy rain had fallen the night be- 
fore in the northern part of the state, and 
I ran into it at Minooka. The run for the 
balance of the way was made through mud 
from an inch to six inches deep. At Joliet 
1 was joined by my brother and he went 
on to Chicago with me. The additional 
weight did not hamper me perceptibly and 
we continued to make good time despite the 
fact that the mud deepened every mile. But 
we landed safely in Chicago at the end of 
the third day without accident. As we 
neared Chicago we ceased to be curiosities, 
and attracted little notice except in those 
places where it was learned that we had 
driven from St. Louis. Even those who had 
ridden in automobiles and knew something 
about managing them were surprised when 
they heard we had made so long a trip. 

I entered my machine in only three con- 
tests, two hill-climbing and one speed event. 
The first two were for siq’er medals and the 
latter for a gold. I got first in each of 
them. I shipped my victorious machine to 
Philadelphia to fill an emergency order. I 
disliked ta part with it after its excellent 
record, but the circumstances made it nec- 
essary. I returned by train. 

On the trip I demonstrated the practical 
use of the Motsinger dynamo, which wil! 
do away with storage batteries and take 60 
pounds of weight fom a machine. This 
dynamo, which explodes the gasoline, is Op- 
erated by the engine, which js Started by 
hand. It is preferable to the batteries in 
every respect.

The first position is this: The body is 
lying in a straight and level position, face 
downward, then rolled over on the left 
side and poised there on the right elbow 
and knee, just sufficiently for the nostrils 
to clear the bed without undue twisting of 
the neck, and enough.-to relieve the pres- 
Bure on the bowels, thereby aiding the 
diaphragm or midriff muscles to do per- 
fectly easy breathing, through the natural 
frictionless rolling of the bowels, thus 
resting oh. the mattress and suspended in 
their natural disentangled free position. 

The main weight of the body rests ina 
Straight line on the left side of face, left 
shoulderplate and coONarbone, left side of 
abdomen and pelvis orNhip and left knee 
and ankle; there being very little weight 
on the right elbow and knee, on account of 
their long leverage on the body. The 
mattress or bed should be soft or Welding, 
or a little lower or depressed about.the 
peivis or middle portion of body, to pre- 
duce a level spine without sidestrain or 
sagging.

and they all bless her name. 

A few days ago she gave a picnic in 
Wade Park to the eighty old women who 
inhabit the poorhouse. A @ay or two later 
she entertained the 126 male inmates of the 
infirmary at a second picnic. 

The food and delicacies lert over were 
saved and next day were served to the 200 
feeble-minded and insane wards of the city. 

On .the following Sunday Miss Langshaw 
caused cake, ice cream and other dainties 
to be distributed among the patients in 
the hospital department of the infirmary. 

Nor has she tired of the good work. New 
schemes for brightening the lives of the 
miserable are being hatched beneath her 
crown of wavy brown hair, and she trots to 
her own humble work with lighter feet 
because of the pleasure she is able to give 
to those who need it most. 

How does she do it? Fortune has not 
given her the means to be a philantropist. 
She can be generous only with hard work, 
with enthusiasm. And it is by hard work 
and enthusiasm that she has become the 
patron saint of the paupers of Cleveland. 

For her own part she refuses to see any- 
thing remarkable in what she has done. it 
is only her way of being happy, she ex- 
plains 

She is one of a family of four children 
living with their parents at No. 58 Sayle 


street and all working hard to keep the 
pot boiling. For many years she has been 
a member of the Euclid Avenue Disciple 
church and has taught a class tn the Sun- 
day school. 

Here is her own narrative, given modestly 
to a Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent 
of how she came to devote herself to the 
care of the unfortunate: 

“About four years anda half ago I visited 
the infirmary and was_so impressed with 
what I saw that I made up my mind to 
brighten the lives of the poor inmates if 
it were in my power to do so. 

“Every Sunday afternoon for over four 
years I have gone there to sing to them 
and to talk with them. 

“A year ago last Christmas I went around 
and collected food and clothing, then 4 
succeeded in getting a Christmas tree, and 
I bought some candles. We had a glorious 
Christmas celebration, and everybody had 
a happy time. 

Last Christmas I was sick and couldn't 
do as much for the poor people as 1 would 
have liked to do. I succeeded, however, in 
getting food and dainties so that they would 
have them on Christmas day. 

“Up to withfn a few weeks ago I had 
been thinking of getting up a picnic for my 
Sunday school scholars, One Sunday, 
While I was sitting in church, I began to 
to think of the poor old wemen in the 
infirmary. I wondered if they ever had a 
chance to enjoy themselves, and it struck 
me as a good idea to get up a picnic for 
about twenty of them instead of for my 
Sunday school scholars. 

“I talked with a few people about it ane 
they promised to help me by donating food. 
I went to the city officials and they agreed 
to furnish each woman with a new pair of 
shoes.

IN AIS HAREM.

Foster Frazer, the Englishman who rode 
a bicycle round the world, has just written 
this account of one day at home in the life 
of the Shah: 


By FOSTER FRASER 


E rises early, performs his devotions, 
H has a piece of thin, pasty Persian | 
bread and a glass of sweetened tea. | 
Then at about 8 o'clock he receives his| 
ministers. He is slovenly in habit, and/| 
walks up and down the room with his| 
slippers flip-flapping; indeed, the story goes | 
that the reason he parted with his first | 
wife was because she constantly com- 
plained he did not wash himself. He dic- 
tates dozens of letters, hears dispatches 
read, consults authorities, a.tends minutely 
to every detail of business. This continues 
for six hours at a stretch. 

Then he has his breakfast. All the food 
is carefully prepared and a prince of the 
royai: “ouse is responsible that no tricks 
are played. Every dish as it is sent from 
the kitchen is sealed, and the seals are 
broken in the Shah's presence. The Shah, 
according to ettiquette, eats alone. Former- 
ly he squatted and ate from a big tray 
placed on the floor. But since coming to 
Teheran he has been persuaded to sit upon 
a matress and eat from a table about a 
foot high. At first a chintz cloth was on 
the table, but he was told it would be 
much nicer if he had a white cloth, and so 
a white cloth is now used. Between i0 and 
60 dishes are served, but His Majesty only 
touches two or three. 

First he will eat greased rice, followed 
possibly by a chicken or some grilled mor- 
sels of mutton laid between two sheets of 
thin bread; and then, may be 
a citron in. syrup—quite the Per- 
Knives and forks are things un- 
known at court, and the king eats every- 
thing with his fingers--greased rice, mut- 
ton and fruit. His favorite delicacy is mar- 
row. Wuring breakfast extracts from Eu- 
ropean papers, chiefly French, are read to 
the Shah. He takes a keen interest in Eu 
ropean politics, and frequently in cortver- 
sation about his own government he will 
ask: ‘“‘Now, what would the queen of Eng- 
land @o in such a case?” 

Following breakfast the Shah probably 
has an hour's sleep, and then, after some 
glasses of tea, he will amuse himself with

wool, without having considered how nec- 
essary the sheep has been to it all. 

The grease from the wool in crude form 
is called degras. In an original package it 
is about ten shades darker and browner 
than is vaseline, and it smells like a sheep- 
fold on a warm, showery afternoon, It is 
of the consistency of butter, and, aside 
from being the basis of half of the toilet 
lotions and healing salves on the market, 
it is a by-product, meaning more to the 
process of turning wool into cloth than 
any other wool-washing method ever de- 
vised. 

Soaps and alkalis long have been injurl- 
ous to wool fibers in the washing out of 15 
to 8 per cent of grease abd dirt that is 
found in the natural fleece. Naphtha, fil- 
tered through great tanks of wool, carries 
the natural oil from the fiber to the bot- 
tom. From this the naphtha is separated, 
leaving the degras, which, in one of its 
clarified forms, is the lanoline of com- 
merce. Washing wool so treated in ciear 
water cleanses it to snowy whiteness. 

Jt is in the fiber of wool, whether short 
or long, fine or coarse, weak or strong, 
that fleeces are judged. 

One of the commonest marks of inferior- 
ity in wool comes from the illness of the 
animal on whose back it grew. Anything 
that weakens the vitality of the animal af- 
fects the wpol fiber. The animal may have 
been well in the fall and early winter. In 
midwinter it may lose flesh for some rea- 
son and then fatten toward spring. In such 
a case the wool growing at that period 
shows marked structural weakness. The 
fiber in such a case breaks easily in the 
center. If the animal suffers in the fall

the weak place will be nearer the wool tip; 
if in the spring it will be nearer the roots 
of the fiber. 

Wool such as this woven into cloth breaks 
under strain, and the yarn stretches as 
a consequence. In trousers, especially, it 
gives way at the knees, giving that “bag- 
gy’ effect so detestable to the man who 
is fond of creases. 

Time wasn the history of English tatlor- 
ing when five to seven years was the period 
for transferring wool from the back of a 
sheep to the coat for the back of the man. 
A ripening process was considered neces-

A library may be kept from four to six 
months, and when the time limit expires 
the town may secure another library, made 
up of different books. It is the aim of the 
projectors not to duplicate, so that each Il- 
brary may be entirely different from the 
others. A few standard works are dupii 
cated, but in the main different books are 
plac ed in each Ibrary. 

‘I never send out a library,’’ says Miss 
Perry, ‘“‘without putting in one or two of 
Scott's novela I also aim to have books 
like ‘black Beauty’ or ‘Beautiful Joe’ in 
each library. Humanity books cannot be 
too plentiful.”’ 

When a traveling library arrives at a 
town it is put in charge of some respons!i- 
ble person, who keeps it open to the public 
a certain number of hours a week. Thé 
books are absolutely free to the people. A 
fine of one cent a day is imposed for keep- 


ing out a book longer than two weeks. At 
some places the libraries are kept in school 
houses and elsewhere in private residences 
or stores. Many towns which have no pub- 
lic library are eager for these traveling 
books and the people read them with avid- 
ity. 

In Iowa, Kansas, Ohio, New York and 
some other states the traveling library idea 
has taken a firm hold.
